chase of a site and tow ard the erec­ 
tion 
of 
Pennsylvania 
Hall; 
that 
Stevens contributed largely to 
the 
w ording o f the c h a rte r of the college, > 
a n d th a t he served on its board of 
tru stees from 1834 to I MIM. 
C hief Ju stice Brown spoke of the 
belief Stevens had in the value 
of 
the cultural education and said that 
no 
m a tte r 
how' 
fa r 
the pendulum 
would sw ing tow ard those branches 
whose value was chiefly com m ercial’, ! 
it would ultim ately sw in g hack to the J 
course which provides for the teach- [ 
ing of m athem atics, the classics, his- | 
tory, n atu ral science, and philosophy. 
No o th e r course, Ju d g e Brown declar­ 
ed, would give such a foundation 
on t 
which to build on e’s train in g for their 
calling in life. 
Chief 
Ju stice 
Brown 
alluded at 
some length to the high trib u te paid 
to Thaddeus Stevens at the laying 
of the corner stone of S tevens Hall 
and he read from an address deliver­ 
ed a t th a t time. Continuing his talk 
to the g ra d u a te s of to-day, he quoted 
ex tra cts from S tev en s’ historic speech 
a t H a rrisb u ig in 1834, when he spoke 
in behalf of the free school system . 
“ Pennsylvania's crow ning glory to ­ 
day is h er com mon 
school system ", I 
Ju d g e Brown declared. “ E ig h ty five I 
years ago, 
when P ennsylvania Col- j 
lege was founded, th ere w as not one j 
free school in existence in this S tate. 
But within the past tw enty four years 
h er legislatures 
have 
ap p ro p riated I 


$180,OOO,OOO for the m aintenance of 
the system and the present session 
will doubtless m ake am ple provision 
fo r the n ex t tw o years".

Tile sen ate agriculture com m ittee’s 
plan, to be presented in th e form of 
an am endm ent to the food legislation, 
to forbid th e further use of foodstuffs 
In the m anufacture of alcoholic bever 
ages. 
T h e Gore rider to the preferential 
routing bill, now p ending In the senate, 
to prevent the shipm ent of distilled 
liquor In in terslate com m erce.

NEARLY EQUAL TO BRITISH 


In a Month's Tim# They Learned Trick* 
That Req uired English Two Year* to j 
Master—-Olton Convoy Transatlantic 
Liner* Through th* War Zone and 
Are Alway* Created Warmly. 


The American destroyers have com-1 
we 
pieced their first month of active serv­ 
ice in the great war. They have been 
favored with excellent weather, which 
I* a big factor in anti submarine war­ 
fare. 
Most of the time they have had 
sunny skies ami smooth seas. with 
just enough squall mid storm to put 
their seamanship to test. 
The favors 
hie weather conditions made their task 
of learning; the technique of anti sub­ 
marine warfare much simpler and 
easier. 
There ha* been no actu*) battle as 
yet between an American destroy et 
aud the enemy, although several re 
port* show that lT boats have been 
sighted and have been compelled to 
beat a hasty retreat to the depths of 
the sea. 
The American boats are assigned to 
work hand in hand with the British 
squadrons, being virtually assimilated 
into the British naval machinery. 
A 
destroyer Is usually out for four or 
five day* and then returns to port for 
two or three days while coaling aud 
loading supplies 
Thus every Ameri­ 
can sailor gets at least half a day shore 
leave practically every week. 
Tak* Turns With British. 
American bouts take their turn with 
the british l»o*i* iii ail routine work 
of patrol and convoy. 
The work, al 
though largely routine, is interesting, 
and the Americans have never yet 
found time hanging heavy ,iu their 
hands. The lookout must be constant, 
aud eyes must I** trained to mu uube 
lievable degree of keenness. 
The young Americans take zealous 
ly to thin business of finding the i>erl 
acopic needle lu the nautical haystack, 
and daily reports of submarine* sight-

Ready on Arrival. 
The American boat* were ready for 
duty the minute they arrived. 
This 
was something of u pleasant surprise 
for the British naval men. It bad been 
expected that some time would bo nec­ 
essary for certain installations aud fit 
ting*, but the Americans bad every 
thing in readiness and wore at otic# 
assigned to w ork. 
Shore leave is generous on tho Amor 
nan ships, sud the American sailor Is 
constantly in evidence in the village 
in which the crews are quartered, 
in the countryside roundabout and in a 
nearby city, where more metrojHdltan 
pleasures are available tbau In the re 
Mulcted limits of this little place. The 
people of the town* have taken the 
American sailor aud 
bls strangely 
spendthrift 
ways 
right 
Into 
their 
hearts. The American sailor seems al­ 
ways to have money, which Is not ao 
strange when it is considered that bis 
rate of pay la considerably higher than 
that of the British tar. 
“The American gets a dollar every 
time we get a shilling;” is a common 
expression among the admiring British 
seamen. One of the American sailor's 
favorite ways of showing his opulence 
Is his habit of always traveling first 
class on the railroad which take* hint 
from the village up to the city, a trip 
of a few mile*. The extra cost la only 
a few lienee, but the unheard of Idea 
of a sailor traveling first class strikes 
the populace as a startling aud aud* 
clou* maneuver.
